DETAILED ACTION 

The request filed on 9/13/2002 for a Continued Prosecution Application (CPA) under 37 
CFR 1.53(d) based on parent Application No. 09/482688 is acceptable and a CPA has been 
established. An action on the CPA follows. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 25, 27, 34, 36, 37, 43, 45, 58 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated 
by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Portman (US 6,051,236) for the 
reasons of record set forth in the prior Office Actions and the further reasons below. 

Portman was discussed in the prior Office Actions and the same is set forth herein. 

Applicant does not appear to have made any further arguments in the Preliminary 
Amendment (1 1/4/2002) relative to this rejection. As such, the rejection herein is maintained for 
the reasons of record. 

Claims 25, 27-29, 31-34, 36-38, 40-43, 45-47, 49-59, 65-67 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Portman (US 6,051,236) in view of Doi et 
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al.(Abstract), Kim et al. (Abstract), Droge (US 5,744,157), Lamer et al. (US 5,124,360), Jableck 
et al. (Abstract), Maxwell et al.(US 6,1 17,872) and Food Chem. News (Abstract) for the reasons 
set forth in the prior Office Actions and the further reasons below. 

Portman, Doi et al., Kim et al., Droge, Lamer et al. and Jableck et al.. Maxwell et al. and 
Food Chem. News were discussed in the prior Office Actions and the same are incorporated 



Applicant does not appear to have made any further arguments in the Preliminary 
Amendment (1 1/4/2002) relative to this rejection. As such, the rejection herein is maintained for 
the reasons of record. 

Therefore, the claimed invention, as a whole, would have been prima facie obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made, because every element of the 
invention has been collectively taught by the combined teachings of the references.
